British and = American naval 
patrols, a Chinese Army patrol 
and a atrong squad of the 
Shanghai police had to be turn- 
ed out to enable the Inde-China 
S.N. Co's s.3 “E-sang" to clear 
for Hong Kong on March 5th, 
Passengers — told the "China 
Mail” shortly after the ship ar- 
rived here yesterday; 

The ship’s original departure 
date was to have been February 
28th, but this was postponed to 
March Ist. Passengers who had 
purthased ticketa from the Com. 
pany's Office ‘found; when they 
attempted to go on board on 
March lst, however, that there 
were already 400 people on deck 
who had gone on board to buy 
their tickets from the compra 
tlore the day hefore, \ 

The latter refused to get off 
the ship, whereupon passengers 
ashore Who had bougnt tickets 
rushed the gangways and pour-| 
ed on board, seriously overerowd- 
ing her. For the next two slays, ! 
the police endeavoured {to clear 
the ship, being  cniniderably 
hampered by a truculent party 
made up of 81 armed Chinese 
soldiers and 20 men of the 
compradore's staff vho had been 
engaged as cooks im Shanghai. 

‘Chis came to a head on the 
afternoon of March 3rd when a 
policeman, attacked by a Chin- 
ese soldier, fired a warning shot 
and then hit him over the bend 
with the butt of his revolver. 

The police therenpen called 
fur reinforgements, and within 
an hour a squad of 30 armed 
Chinese aoldiers, an American 
naval patrol of 26 men and, a 
little later, 9, British naval -pa- 
trol arrived and suececded in 
clenring the ship of its excess 
would-be passengers. 

Among the  passeagers with 
tickets, however, were 12 of ihe 
orivinul party ef 31 Chinose sol- 


diers, and passengers told the.

The price of rice, which was 
expected to drop with the coming 
of rnin, has increased slightly, 
from $31,000 national currency to 
$36,000 per pieul, Everything 
socom’ contrelled by rice prices, 
and coolies and rickshiw pullers 
are finding it hard ta make ends 
meet, 

In Hong Kong, where rice jy 20 
cents per catty, rickshaw coolles 
demand anything from one dollar 
to three dollars~ for a moderate 
vide. ‘That. means between five 
nnd 15 cattles of rice; whereas in 
Canton, it takes a greut deal of 
“brass” in a coolig or rickshaw 
puller ty ask for $1,000, no mat- 
ter how far he has to go. That 
equals only about three cattles of 
rice, 

And there is still the matter 
of randa. Hong Kong rickshaw 
men run swiftly and stieothly 
vver good roads, "In Canton, the 
puller hans on and Jerks his 
way along while the passenger 
hang. on for dear life. 


TWO INCIDENTS 

Tie roads in Canton offer in- 
teresting speculation, It would 
hardly appear possible, from their 
condition, that the Japanese ever 
intended to keen Canton. In good 
weather, one docs not notice the 
inconvenience of walking. but in 
the rainy wenther of the past few 
days, the roads are obnoxious, 

The people apvear to be con- 
‘tented and bustling, but appear- 
ances are deceiving. It ts well 
known that the slischtest incident 
ean lead to much unpleasantness, 
with the inevitable crowds, which 
gather at the acene, ° 

To date, there have been two 
demonstrations here, one against 
America and the other against 
Russia, More are expected as the 
situntion up North becomes tenser. 

Robberies oceur at all hours of 
day and night, and though the 
few police here are hard working 


nnd efficient, numerically, ., they 
ore insufficient. With people from 
the interior of Chinn vouring in 
daily, life becomes harder and food 
dearer, Though all means of 
tranxportation to Hong Kong are 
well patronised,
